Dear  Mr.  Mummert, 

The  secretary  of  the  school  board  is  away  from  home  today,  and  Mr.  Wolfe 
asked  me  to  answer  your  letter.  I  taught  the  high  school  for  over  four  months 
last  year,  on  account  of  the  great  scarcety  of  teachers  occasioned  by  the  war, 
and  can  therefore  give  some  idea  of  the  work. 

You  will  be  the  only  teacher.  The  school  is  a  third  grade  school  with  three 
years’  work,  but  second  and  third  years  alternate  in  studies,  so  in  reality  you 
will  have  little  more  than  two  years’  work.  The  bracches  for  this  year  are, 

Latin  (Beginners,  Caesar,  and  Cicero),  English  (two  classes),  Geometry, 

Algebra  (first  year  only),  Biology,  History  (Two  classes),  Civics,  English 
literature  (twice  a  week,  I  think).  You  will  find  it  a  full  program,  but  not 
expecially  hard  for  a  college  man.  There  are  fifteen  pupils,  and  I  can  assure 
you  they  £re  a  nice  bunch  to  deal  with. 

One  of  our  home  girls  has  been  teaching  the  school.  A  few  weeks  ago  she 
found  it  necessary  to  quit  on  account  of  her  health  not  being  equal  to  the  occasion. 
She^  finally  came  back,  however,  and  is  teaching  till  you  come. 

I  understand  that  there  is  a  bus  running  from  Gettysburg  to  York  on  which 
you  can  travel  You  dan  take  train  at  York  for  Goldsboro  about  two  o’clock,  P.M. 
The  mail  carrier  leaves  Goldsboro  at  5  o’clock  and  gets  here  between  six  and 
seven.  He  will  bring  your  trunk  also.  When  you  get  here  inquire  for  J.F.  Sutton, 
and  he  will  either  board  you  or  see  that  you  get  a  place.  Mr.  Sutton’s  is  next 
door  to  the  Post  Office.  If  you  can  let  us  know  what  day  you  are  coming  we  can 

have  the  mail  man  on  the  lookout  for  you. 

I  am  sure  I  express  the  sentiment  of  the  Board,  and  of  all  who  are  interested 
in  the  school  when  I  say  that  we  are  glad  you  are  coming  to  take  up  this  work. 
You  will  find  this  a  nice  country  community.  If  I  can  help  you  get  a  line  on  the 
work  in  any  way  I  shall  be  glad  to  do  so.

INTRODUCTION 


Some  of  you  will  be  disappointed  because  you  tried  so  hard  to  recall  other 
members  of  your  class  and  I  did  not  include^any  of  them. 

So  let  me  tell  you  why  that  request  was  made.  The  records  of  UH.S.  are 
not  complete.  The  file  cards  carrying  grades,  subjects,  etc.  were  burned’  and 
the  county  superintendent’s  office  is  minus  a  few  year  end  reports.  These  were 
either  lost  or  misfiled,  so  you  see  we  made  an  attempt  to  get  additions  to  our 
mailing  list. 

But  the  request  floored  many  of  you,  and  I  have  to  admit  it  misfired.  I 
regret  now  that  I  used  it 

Another  point  needs  to  be  cleared  up  for  some  of  you  who  did  not  attend  the 
1967  reunion.  Some  of  you  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  younger  Mummert  has 
been  hounding  you.  Well,  don’t  blame  him,  it  was  the  old  man  and  he  can  be 
as  persistant  as  ever. 


I  trust  you  will  be  more  concerned  with  content  than  style.  The  informa¬ 
tion  is  repetitive,  thus  making  it  very  difficult  to  put  variety  into  it.  I  reserve 
no  rights  on  any  part  of  it  and  you  may  rewrite  it  into  any  style  you  wish. 

Many  of  you  were  very  brief  with  your  returns.  Some  of  you  may  have 
felt  that  to  tell  would  be  bragging,  others  may  have  felt  to  tell  what  you  accom¬ 
plished  was  too  commonplace  to  tell,  and  I  would  not  doubt  that  haste  and  even 
laziness  entered  into  it.  But  since  what  I  have  used  is  what  you  gave  me  you 
will  have  to  abide  by  it  as  it  is. 

Some  of  you  apologized  for  what  you  have  done  with  your  lives.  We  need 
plenty  of  Indians  to  make  the  Chiefs  stand  out  and  for  them  to  be  necessary. 
So  if  what  you  do  is  satisfying  to  you  and  useful  to  others,  we  need  not  be 
ashamed  of  it  or  apologize  for  it. 

To  vary  from  my  non-style  I  have  presumed  to  quote  your  letters  and 
notes.  Because  they  were  interesting  to  me,  I  felt  they  would  be  interesting  to 
schoolmates. 
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HISTORY  OF  LEWISBERRY 
HIGH  SCHOOL 


The  High  School  was  set  up  in  Lewisberry  in  the  fall  of  1916  with  Mark 
Sleichter  as  teacher  and  fifteen  enrolled  pupils.  We  are  not  in  position  to  give 
any  information  recounting  the  events  and  discussions  leading  up  to  the  opening. 
There  was  a  stipulation  that  twelve  students  were  a  minimum  requisite.  Since 
this  was  met  with  an  enrollment  of  fifteen  pupils,  the  school  operated  as  one 
grade,  the  ninth,  during  the  1916-17  term,  as  two  grades,  ninth  and  tenth,  during 
the  1917-18  term. 

During  the  summer  of  1918  Mr.  Sleichter  was  called  into  the  army  and 
time  for  the  opening  of  school  approached  leaving  the  board  without  a  teacher. 
To  avoid  closing  the  school  Reverend  L.  L.  Owens,  pastor  of  the  Lewisberry 
Methodist  Church,  agreed  to  assume  the  duties  of  teaching  until  the  board  would 
be  able  to  secure  someone  to  relieve  him.  With  the  opening  of  the  1918-19 
term,  the  eleventh  grade  was  added  and  the  teacher  now  carried  the  teaching 
and  preparation  load  of  twelve  or  thirteen  solid  subjects  daily.  Enrollment 
during  this  year  was  low,  about  nine  or  ten.  The  board  hired  Bruce  Nebinger 
to  relieve  Reverend  Owens  at  approximately  the  middle  of  the  year. 

As  a  three  grade  or  three  year  high  school  Elsie  Nebinger,  a  sister  of 
Bruce,  assumed  the  teaching  responsibilities  at  the  beginning  of  the  1919-20 
term.  At  the  beginning  of  February  1920  she  was  replaced  by  Lewis  J.  Mum- 
mert.  The  enrollment  was  thirteen,  seven  in  the  ninth  grade,  four  in  the  tenth 
grade,  and  two  in  the  eleventh  grade.  The  term  had  only  been  eight  months  to 
this  time.  We  can  recall,  three  classes  in  Latin,  three  in  English,  three  in 
math,  three  in  the  social  studies,  including  English  history.  Biology  was 
worked  into  the  curriculum  as  was  physical  geography.  The  latter  for  the  first 
half  of  the  first  year  followed  by  civics. 

Since  the  teacher  load  was  so  heavy  and  the  school  term  did  not  meet 
standard  requirement  some  reorganization  was  necessary.  The  term  was  ex¬ 
tended  to  nine  months  and  by  combining  tenth  and  eleventh  grades  and  alternating 
subjects,  daily  class  periods  were  cut  to  nine.  This  plan  was  continued  by 
Mr.  Mummert  to  the  end  of  school  year  1927-28. 

Arrangements  had  been  made  with  the  approval  of  the  State  Department 
to  go  to  a  four  year  high  school  at  the  beginning  of  the  1922-23  term.  During 
the  summer  it  appeared  that  there  would  be  no  pupils  available  for  the  ninth 
grade,  so  in  order  to  maintain  the  teacher  load  we  planned  to  teach  twelfth 
grade  instead  of  ninth  for  that  term  and  then  break  the  available  space  into  two 
rooms  and  hire  another  teacher  the  following  year.  The  plans  were  changed 
because  as  the  opening  time  came  nearer  two  pupils  became  available  and  there 
was  some  objection  on  the  part  of  several  parents,  who  apparently  wished  to 
send  their  children  to  New  Cumberland  High  for  the  twelfth  grade.  For  these 
reasons  the  plan  was  dropped. 

As  before  stated,  the  one  room  operation  continued  to  May  1928.  During 
the  summer  of  1928  the  room  was  changed  into  two  rooms.  Three  major  changes 
had  to  be  made.  The  stage  had  to  be  torn  out.  Since  the  building  had  been 
built  quite  some  time  before  this  the  light  space  was  very  limited.  Enough 
windows  were  installed  to  meet  the  lighting  standards  of  the  day  and  a  partition 
built  through  the  middle  of  the  second  floor  area. 

During  the  1928-29  and  1929-30  terms.  Miss  L.  Mae  Burkholder  of  Ephrata 
was  hired  as  second  teacher.  In  the  fall  of  1930  she  was  replaced  by  Margaret 
Smyser  Wales,  who  continued  as  assistant  until  the  close  of  the  school  in  May 


1941.  Mr.  Mummert  acted  as  principal  and  teacher  from  February  1920  to 
May  1941. 

The  low  point  in  enrollment  was  the  year  1918-19.  From  pupils’  memories 
the  number  that  year  may  have  been  down  to  nine  but  it  went  up  the  following 
year  and  seemed  to  increase  slowly  from  year  to  year  and  reached  high  point 
of  forty-one  in  1938-39.  From  this  point  it  fell  to  twenty-two  in  1941.  Better 
roads,  more  automobiles,  and  other  factors  took  pupils  to  other  centers.  Lewis- 
berry  High  School  had  served  its  usefulness. 

Those  who  were  responsible  for  a  High  School  have  all  gone  to  their 
permanent  resting  places,  but  the  writer  feels  a  tribute  is  in  order.  In  1916 
Lewisberry  had  not  yet  been  connected  with  the  surrounding  points  by  hard  sur¬ 
face  highways  and  advance  education  was  hard  to  come  by.  Under  these  circum¬ 
stances  a  move  was  made  to  bring  this  needed  service  to  the  young  people  of  the 
area.  We  are  aware  that  the  members  of  the  school  board  were  leaders  in  this 
movement.  Especially  active  were:  Harrison  Schubaurer,  Joseph  Sutton  and 
Elmer  Wise,  who  were  members  of  the  board  at  the  time.  To  them  and  others 
whose  names  we  do  not  know,  we  are  indebted  for  Lewisberry  High  School 


WORDS  OF  APPRECIATION 


The  name  of  Lewisberry  High  School  has  been  held  next  to  sacred  in  the 
hearts  and  minds  of  a  considerable  number  of  people  who  grew  up  as  young 
people  in  the  Borough  of  Lewisberry  and  the  northeastern  townships  of  York 
County  through  the  teens,  twenties,  thirties,  and  early  forties  of  this  century. 

People  who  grew  up  in  the  city  and  were  educated  in  city  schools  have  little 
understanding  and  less  appreciation  for  the  small  town  high  school.  The  mere 
mention  that  a  person  could  go  through  three  years  of  his  high  school  days  with 
only  one  teacher  must  sound  unbelievable  to  a  city  trained  person. 

Of  the  earlier  years  of  Lewisberry  High  School  this  writer  has  little 
knowledge.  High  school  teachers  at  that  period  of  time  were  pioneers  in  many 
senses  of  the  word.  Pupils  were  seated  on  chairs  at  tables,  facing  each  other, 
two  or  four  to  a  table.  Pupils  were  then  not  accustomed  to  the  regimentation 
of  later  years,  and  parents  could  become  more  obstreperous  and  uncontrollable 
than  the  pupils  were.  Farm  families  particularly,  had  to  be  convinced  why  it 
was  necessary  to  forego  the  help  of  their  teenagers  on  the  farm  so  they  could 
sit  in  leisure  in  school  to  acquire  book  learning. 

Even  in  the  earlier  years  when  Lewis  J.  Mummert  was  principal  and 
teacher,  he  made  his  rounds  of  the  farms  and  homes  of  the  neighborhood  during 
the  summer  months  trying  to  convince  the  fathers  and  mothers  to  send  their 
eighth  grade  graduates  to  the  Lewisberry  High  School  But  Mr.  Mummert  dis¬ 
played  a  degree  of  salesmanship  which  he  had  acquired  during  his  college  years 
as  a  laundry  delivery  boy  and  which  he  put  to  good  advantage  many  years  later 
as  a  representative  of  one  of  the  big  insurance  companies.  He  was  able  to 
maintain  a  steady  flow  of  pupils  into  the  high  school  He  soon  learned  there 
was  more  to  it  than  just  getting  them  into  school  They  had  to  be  kept  there. 
Here  Mr.  Mummert's  versatility  as  an  executive  and  teacher  were  given  wide 
range.  In  addition  to  the  load  of  teaching  hours  he  had  each  day,  (he  was  the 
only  teacher  for  a  three  year  course  which  offered  either  four  or  five  subjects 
to  each  pupil),  he  added  the  extra  curricular  events  which  made  the  high  school 
popular  in  the  community. 

There  was  the  Friday  afternoon  Literary  Society,  which  provided  a  taste 
of  journalism  for  those  who  would  participate. 


Football  and  baseball  were  absent  but  softball  (or  town  ball  as  it  was 
better  known  then)  and  volley  ball  were  popular  at  recess  time  and  over  the 
noon  hour.  Earlier  Mr.  Mummerf,  with  pupil  help,  built  a  tennis  court  in  back 
of  the  school  buildings 

There  was  the  printing  press,  which  he  used  to  print  a  school  newspaper. 
Programs  for  plays,  Baccalaureate,  Commencement,  and  other  events  were 
printed  on  the  press  also. 

Track  meets  were  attended  regularly  in  which  both  girls  and  boys  of  the 
school  participated,  throwing  the  discus,  putting  the  shot,  running  various 
races,  and  usually  someone  could  be  counted  on  to  enter  the  spelling  contest. 

Our  principal  coached  a  play  each  year,  operated  a  community  Farm 
Products  Show,  displayed  farm  products  at  the  York  Fair,  and  held  Baccalaureate 
Services  and  Commencement  Programs  each  year  for  the  graduating  class. 
There  was  one  exception.  The  Class  of  1927  had  only  one  member,  Luna 
(Estep)  Kohler.  At  her  request,  no  Commencement  was  held.  She  received  her 
diploma  informally. 

The  activities  and  training  opportunities  at  Lewisberry  High  School  may 
have  been  a  far  cry  from  those  offered  by  the  larger  city  high  schools,  but  those 
of  us  who  were  privileged  to  go  through  college  and  a  graduate  school  of  one 
kind  or  another,  look  back  with  fond  memories  to  the  days  we  spent  in  the  little 
red  school  on  the  hill  We  feel  that  our  place  in  life  today  was  largely  made 
possible  by  the  encouragement  and  drive  that  was  begun  during  the  days  we 
spent  at  Lewisberry  High  School

MUSIC 

I  had  no  intention  of  making  a  special  comment  on  music,  but  some  com¬ 
ments  made  by  you  were  such  that  recognition  might  be  in  order. 

We  did  sing  in  those  days.  We  were  usually  fortunate  enough  to  have  some 
one,  either  a  student  or  a  teacher  to  accompany  on  the  piano  and  aside  from 
group  singing  we  prepared  and  rendered  compositions  in  as  many  as  four  parts. 

“Art*  Taylor’s  comment  on  the  band  was  quite  appropriate,  “Silver  cornet 
band  (all  brass  instruments)  never  really  got  going,  but  fun  trying.”  I  have  to 
admit  our  results  were  very  amateurish,  but  we  were  pretty  well  divided  and 
were  not  musical  specialists.  So  if  we  didn’t  do  anything  else  we  at  least  kept 
youngsters  from  becoming  hippies  and  juvenile  delinquents,  as  well  as  enjoying 
what  we  were  doing. 


ATHLETICS 

In  the  fall  of  1921  we  received  a  letter  from  Millersville  announcing  a 
track  meet  with  high  schools  competing  in  three  classes  -  A,  B,  and  C.  We 
think  the  class  C  schools  were  those  with  enrollments  up  to  49.  We  entered, 
trained,  and  went  to  Millersville  and  we  won  the  trophy  cup  in  class  C.  We  were 
a  pretty  excited  lot  of  “kids”;  first  attempt  in  competition,  first  try  at  coaching, 
so  I  was  in  the  same  class  as  the  contestants. 

Throughout  the  succeeding  years  we  continued  to  participate  in  the 
Millersville  meets  and  also  the  F.  &  M.  meet  at  Lancaster  and  the  York 


County  meets  at  York.  The  latterkmeets  were  held  in  the  spring,  while  the 
Millersville  meet  had  been  in  the  fall. 


REUNIONS 

We  have  had  two  reunions,  the  first  in  1962  and  the  second  in  1967. 
The  attendance  at  the  former  was  better  than  the  second.  We  did  have  regis¬ 
tration  facilities  but  some  failed  to  find  these  or  just  neglected  to  register, 
and  so  we  can  only  give  you  an  estimate  of  attendance.  We  feel  that  we  had 
approximately  250  people  at  the  first  one  and  between  one  hundred  and  seventy 
five  or  two  hundred  at  the  second. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  the  second  was  a  song  composed  by  Mary  (Reiff) 
Eichelberger.  This  is  sung  to  the  tune  of  “The  Yellow  Rose  of  Texas."  For 
the  record  and  also  for  those  of  you  who  were  not  here  to  enjoy  it,  we  give  it 
to  you. 

The  credit  for  the  reunion  idea,  as  well  as,  the  development  of  the  first 
goes  to  Russell  Yinger  and  Kenneth  Bertolette  and  their  wives.  Reunions  are 
planned  at  five  year  intervals.  The  next  one  will  be  in  1972.

MUMMERT,  LEWIS  J.  SR. 


After  asking  each  of  you  to  give  me  a  report,  I  am  having  difficulty  in  de¬ 
ciding  what  to  give  you  about  my  own  activities.  This  is  the  third  start. 

I  was  principal  at  Lewisberry  High  from  February  1920  to  May  1941,  a 
period  of  approximately  21-1/2  years.  I  was  employed  by  the  Farm  Bureau 
Insurance  Company,  name  changed  to  Nationwide  Insurance  Company,  from 
November  16,  1941  to  January  1,  1962,  the  time  of  retirement.  This  latter 
period  was  just  over  twenty  years. 

From  November  1939  to  May  15,  1941, 1  worked  as  a  part-time  agent  using 
evenings,  Saturdays  and  summers.  From  May  15,  1941  to  November  16,  1941, 
I  was  a  full  time  agent  in  northern  York  County.  From  November  15,  1941  to 
August  1961,  I  was  District  Sales  Manager  for  Nationwide  Insurance  Company 
in  Blair  County,  Pennsylvania. 

We  live  at  Goldsboro  and  I  keep  busy  without  any  job  assignment,  doing 
mostly  what  I  want  to  do.  I  work  on  the  truck  farm  operation  at  Betty’s.  I  have 
helped  Lewis  some  with  his  insurance  in  the  past.  I  also  helped  on  the  Bonner 
farm  operations,  but  lately  this  has  been  more  on  the  gardening.  I  have  helped 
Alice  and  her  husband  with  the  school  census. 

This  latter  help  has  been  the  involvement  for  my  first  work  assignment, 
taking  the  school  census  for  Lewisberry,  Goldsboro  and  Lewisberry,  Etters  and 
Mechanicsburg  R.D.’s  in  Fairview  Township.  This  will  be  my  first  wage 
earning  situation  since  retirement. 

Living  on  the  river  I  fish,  do  a  little  boating,  keep  the  boats  in  shape. 
Currently  we  have  three  of  these  that  we  maintain,  a  pontoon  houseboat,  an 
aluminum  runabout  and  a  steel  row  boat. 

Our  grounds  are  such  that  it  takes  between  three  and  four  hours  to  cut  the 
grass  with  a  24  inch  riding  mower.  Then  there  is  always  other  work  on  the 
property. 

Mrs.  Mummert  and  I  made  our  third  trip  to  Florida  in  January  and 
February  just  passed.  We  were  gone  six  weeks.  I  did  a  little  fishing  there. 
We  stayed  on  the  Gulf  coast  between  Clearwater  and  St.  Petersburg.  I  was  eager 
to  get  back  and  get  to  work  on  writing  up  your  reports  this  time. 

I  am  involved  in  church  work.  I  have  been  in  charge  of  the  Vacation 
Bible  School  and  teaching  the  Junior  High  group,  and  also  teaching  the  adult 
class  in  the  Sunday  Church  School,  and  sing  in  the  choir.  I  am  on  the  committee 
of  the  York  County  School  of  Christianity. 

I  do  considerable  reading,  some  TV  viewing  etc.  Trust  this  is  enough  to 
bring  you  up  to  date. 

OWENS,  REVEREND  LEONARD  L. 

Reverend  Owens  was  pastor  at  the  Methodist  Church  when  the  time  for  the 
opening  of  the  school  year  1918-19  approached.  Because  of  the  war,  teachers 
were  scarce.  The  Reverend  Owens  took  on  the  assignment  of  teaching  the 
Lewisberry  High  School  until  such  time  as  the  board  would  be  able  to  replace 
him. 

Mr.  Bruce  Nebinger  was  discharged  from  Army  service  and  replaced 
Reverend  Owens  to  finish  out  the  school  year. 

Reverend  Owens  was  married  to  Miss  Alice  Reiley  of  State  College  just  a 
few  months  after  coming  to  Lewisberry.  The  Owens’  had  three  children,  two 
boys  and  one  girl  The  first,  a  boy,  was  born  while  they  served  the  Lewisberry 
charge.  Subsequent  to  the  Lewisberry  appointment,  Reverend  Owens  served  in 
different  locations  throughout  the  conference,  and  ended  his  service  in  Altoona. 


So  I  the  writer  was  privileged  to  be  in  contact  with  him  in  his  first,  as  well  as 
his  last  charge. 

Mr.  Owens  died  during  the  past  year,  but  Mrs.  Owens  still  resides  at 
1328  High  Street,  Williamsport,  Pennsylvania  17702. 

WALES  (SMYSER),  MARGARET  A.  MRS. 

Miss  Smyser  came  to  Lewisberry  with  the  opening  of  the  1930-31  school 
year.  She  continued  to  teach  at  Lewisberry  High  School  to  May  1941.  Since  the 
school  was  closed  at  this  time  she  taught  at  other  places  subsequent  to  this  date. 
These  places  included  Dover  High,  Central  and  she  is  currently  teaching  at 
Northeastern  High  at  Manchester,  Pennsylvania, 

Miss  Smyser  is  married  to  Luther  N.  Wales.  The  Wales’  have  two  daugh¬ 
ters,  Barbara,  the  elder,  married  to  William  A.  Stewart,  who  served  as  a  captain 
in  Vietnam  but  is  now  associate  director  of  the  Sheltered  workshop  in  York. 
Linda,  the  younger,  is  currently  a  social  worker  in  connection  with  the  sheltered 
workshop  at  York.  She  plans  to  marry  Edgar  Lentz,  June  1,  1969  after  he  re¬ 
turns  from  Korea, 

The  Wales’  live  at  Crooked  Wind  Lane,  R.B.  4,  York,  Pennsylvania  17704. 
OTHER  INSTRUCTORS 

I  have  been  unable  to  secure  any  worthwhile  information  on  either  Bruce 
or  Elsie  Nebinger.

My  main 
interests  were  the  math  subjects,  science,  agriculture,  and  English,  and  let  me 
tell  you,  it  took  a  good  teacher  to  keep  me  interested  in  English.  One  of  her 
assignments  was  to  memorize  the  poem,  “Flower  in  a  Crannied  Wall.”  lean 
very  well  picture  in  my  mind  Harry  Edleblute,  (better  known  as  Peewee)  standing 
up  before  the  class,  and  with  real  serious  expression  using  his  hands  for  greater 
emphasis  reciting: 

Flower  in  a  crannied  wall, 

I  pluck  thee  out  of  the  crannies, 

I  hold  thee  here  in  my  hand,  little  flower, 

If  I  could  understand  what  you  are, 

Root  and  all,  and  all  in  all, 

I’d  know  what  God  and  Man  is. 

We  laughed  at  him  for  we  never  saw  him  so  serious;  but  the  poem  never 
left  me,  and  made  a  real  impression. 

I  also  enjoyed  the  track  meets  and  the  hours  spent  in  practice.  This  made 
studying  go  much  easier.  I  also  thoroughly  enjoyed  the  annual  Farm  Products 
Show. 


In  closing,  I  am  glad  we  were  privileged  to  read  a  portion  from  the  Bible 
and  pray  each  morning;  also,  we  could  read  and  report  on  books  from  the  Bible 
for  our  book  reports.  I’m  sure  these  were  stepping  stones  to  my  personal  sal¬ 
vation.  May  I  say  our  school  days  need  not  be  over  -  not  if  we  take  heed  to  the 
Savior’s  plea.  “Take  My  yoke  upon  you  and  learn  of  Me”  Matthew  11:29.  I’m 
quite  content  to  be  a  student  in  this  school  and  never  tire  of  learning  of  Him.

Colonel  Homer  Junior  Butler,  02  018  283,  a  native  ofDover,  Pennsylvania, 
was  born  September  15,  1920.  He  enlisted  in  the  U.S.  Army  on  August  28,  1942, 
and  served  in  that  status,  attaining  the  rank  of  Staff  Sergeant,  until  May  18,  1945 
when  he  was  honorably  separated  to  accept  a  commission  as  Second  Lieutenant 
of  Infantry  on  May  19,  1945.  For  a  short  period  after  receiving  his  commission, 
Colonel  Butler  was  assigned  duty  as  Replacement  Officer  with  the  48th  Replace¬ 
ment  Battalion.
